IT STILL DOESN'T PAY 


Q Technician class ham Vincent J. Beard, 
ex-N2EDW, of White Plains, New York, lost 
his license for cheating on the General 
class code test last May. (See Vol. 3, 
No. 10.) Beard went to appeal this deci- 
sion, and on November 2, the FCC Review 
Board affirmed the revocation of Beard's 
station license, suspension of his opera- 
tor license, and denial of his application 
for a higher class license. 

Beard's brief advances two main argu- 
ments. First, it claims that the Private 
Radio Bureau “failed to prove its case by 
clear and convincing evidence as required" 
in another case. However, the Bureau said 
that the "convincing standard is not 
applicable to all revocation cases before 
the FCC. Significantly, Judge Leventhal 
speaking for the Court indicated that the 
higher standard need not be applied to 
‘the case of Amateur Band (HAM)' licensees 
like Beard . . . . Thus, the Bureau is 

- correct as a matter of law. And our re- 
view of the factual record has convinced 
us that the Bureau has produced clear sub- 
stantial evidence which gives rise to a 
high degree of certitude so that we are 
left without any real or reasonable doubts 


about the findings and conclusions of the 
Chief ALJ [Administrative Law Judge}, who 
also had the opportunity to observe the 
witnesses." 

Second, the FCC exams have a warning, 
in all capital letters, that any attempt 
to obtain a ham license by fraud 
(cheating) is a violation of FCC rules, 
and is subject to penalties. Beard basi- 
cally says that if he had known that his 
license could be revoked, he would have 
located his friend "Bruce" who would have 
corroborated his story. , 

"The crucial question in this case 
concerns what happened later in the exami- 
nation room. On that key point the docu- 
mentary evidence and Beard's own testimony 
corroborate the eyewitness testimony of 
the Examiner that Beard was looking at the 
crib sheet in his cupped left hand after 
the examination had commenced. The tota- 
lity of that evidence leaves us without 
any doubts about the ALJ's conclusion that 
Beard wilfully violated the prohibition 
against obtaining or attempting to obtain 
‘an operator license by fraudulent means.' 
Emphasis added.
